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(54) METHOD FOR DESTROYING OPTICAL RECORDING MEDIUM 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To enable destroying and erasing recorded information 
with a simple operation by adhering a tensile member on the surface 
of the upper layer of an optical recording medium on which the 
information is recorded and applying an upward force to the medium, 
thereby separating a reflection layer and a light absorption layer. 
CONSTITUTION: The information is already formed on the recording 
layer of the optical recording medium formed by successively 
laminating the light absorption layer 2, the reflection layer 3 and a 
protective layer 4 on a substrate 1. The tensile member 5 is adhered 
to the surface of the layer 4 of this medium and the upward force is 
applied thereto, by which the layers 2, 3 are separated at the 
boundary thereof. The metallic material used for the layer 3 has poor 
adhesion to the org. layer consisting of dyestuff, etc., and the layer 2 
consisting of the dyestuff is weak in the strength of the resin cured by 

UV rays and, therefore, the easy sepn. and destruction of the layers 2, 3 are possible. As a result, the 
recorded information of the optical recording medium is destroyed and erased by the simple operation
